in 1642. The cathedral is large and well 
built, which is all I aw remarkable in the 
town. Leaving Comora on the other ſide

The city itſelf 
is very large and extremely populous. 
Here are hot baths, very famous for 
their medicinal virtues.

churches. They have a W 
ſeveral of the richeſt Greeks live here;

from. hence to Adrianople, is the fineſt 
in the world. Vines grow wild on all 
the hills, and the perpetual ſpring they 
enjoy, makes every thing gay and flou- 
riſning. But this climate, happy as it 
ſeems, can never be preferred to England, 
with all its froſts and ſnows, while we 
are bleſſed with an eaſy government, 
under a King, who makes his own hap- 
pineſs conſiſt in the liberty of his people, 


and chooſes rather to be looked upon, 
as, their, father than their maſter —
